The Increase in Hay Fever 


Dr. William Srlirrppcgroll. president 
of the. 


American Ifay Fever Association, .says that there 
nr» more than a million persons suffering from 
hay fever In this country and that tjnc number Is 
Increasing. What we once knew ns summer colds, 
catarrh and rhinitis are, now known to be hay 
fever. 
It. once also was something of a, joke to 


those, who did not suffer from It. Climatic changes 
wcro once considered tho only sure cure for tho 
malady. 
Rut growth of travel, the. number of 


people who get out of doom now as compared with 
ten yearn ngo nnd the additional number of per- 
sons who aro likely to be affected by floating pol- 
len In tho nlr, have been reasons for the Increas- 
ing number of sufferers. 
This is one of tho rea- 


sons why the ordinance for weed cutting both In 
the city and country, should be rigidly enforced 
nnd weeds cut long before tho seed and pollen 
have a'-chance to float away. 


Commenting on this the Kansas City Star fays: 
The form of hay fever treatment to receive 


most attention In recent years 
is tho 
medical 


prophylactic treatment or hypodermic 
Injcctldn 


of a pollen extracs from the kind of weed or other 
plant to which tho 
patient Is sensitive. . The 


treatment l.i still In an experimental stage and 
i-areful physicians refrain from extravagant claims 
ns to its merits. It has been'found possible, how- 
ever, to determine with a fair degree of accuracy 
In most cases tho type of pollen to which n par- 
ticular patient, may be sensitive. 
Then through 


use of the proper serum Ihe affliction often may 
11* warded off for n season. 
The United States 


health service announces that where tho treat- 
ment Is applied with regularity for about three 
months preceding the period when syrnptom.s of 
hay fever usually appear benefit may be expected 
In a majority of cases.

This puts the bur- 
den of treatment and care back upon the com- 
munity to which It belongs. 
But a great many 


cases remain to die In Colorado Springs. 
The 


death rate there from tuberculosis Is 730 per 
100,000 of tho population, as compared with 14D 
per 100.000 for the registration area of the United 
States. 


As the number of tuberculosis individuals grows 


In each city. the. amount of light work to be ob- 
tained steadily dwindles. 
Already the hotels and 


rcctnurants are 
full of patients, who work as 


cooks, waiters, bus boys and kitchen helpers un- 
til they break down and have to quit. "A certain 
proportion of those so employed are in the third 
singe of tuberculosis. 


Tills greatly Increases the danger of infection 


in these cities and explains -why their local mor- 
tality rates from ihe disease arc growing so rap- 
idly.
